Now here you may ſee Gods People were to make no menti- 
on of the Namrs of other Gods, namely the Gods of rhe Hea- 


hat were made with hands, neither were they to be heard 
_— ele Months. for he ſaith, The Gods that made not the 


Heavens and the Earth, ever they ſhall periſh from off the Earth, 


and from under theſe Heavens, Jer. 10.11. And God's People| 


were not to learn the way of the Heathen, nor follow the vain 
Cuſtoms of the People : for they are altogether Brutiſh and 
Fooliſh, and their Stock is a Doftrin of Vanities : And there- 
fore God's People in the Old Teſtament, were wholly forbid- 
den ſuch things, but they were to Serve and to Fear the 


d God. 
ke old Pagan Saxons, in their Idolatry, brought in the 


Names-of the. Daies after their Gods 3 and theſe ed Chri- 
ftians have retained them to this Day 5 and yet they ſay the 


Scripture is their Rule, for their Faith and Pradtice, and yet their 
Practice is quite contrary to the Scripture, and the Command of 
God. The Firſt Day of the Week, the Idolatrous Saxons Wor- 
ſhipped the Idol of the Swe, from whence came Swrſday or Sun- 
day. The Second Day of the Week they Worſhipped the 
Moon, from whence came Mxndey or Moonſday. The Third 
Day they Worſhipped the Idol of the Planet, which they called

Tuiſco, from whence came Tueſday, And from their Idol Wodey, 
came Wodenſday, called Wedneſday. And from their Idol Thor, 
came Therſday, And from their Idol Frige, came Friday. And 
from their Idol Satwr, came Saturdzy. And the Heathen called 
Mars the God of Battle, and from thence they called the firſt 
Month March. And Venus they called the Goddefs of Love | 7 & ." != 
and Beauty, and from -thence they called the ſecond Month ! - * = / 

April. And Maja a Heathen Goddeſs, called Flora, and Chloris, \ =: 
were called the Goddefies of Flowers, unto Maja, the Heathen 
Idolaters uſed a' Sacrifice, from thence was the third Month cal- 
led May; and upon the firſt Day of May they uſed to keep 
Floras Feaſt to the two Goddeſſes of Flowers (to wit ) Flor: 
and Chloris. Flora was a Strumpet in Rome, that uſed on the ; 

firſt Day of May to ſet up a May- Pole at the Door to entice her | 


Lovers; from whence came May- Poles to be firſ. obſerved. 
An: from the Heathen Goddeſs Juno, is the fourth Month called 2 
7%, And 1n honour to Julwws Ceſar, a Roman Emperour, ; 
they called the fiith Month July, And the ſixth took its Name 
Angiſt m honour to Auguſtus Ceſar. And September, Ofober, 
November, and December, are called from the Latines, And one 
Janue;.a King of Italy, was for his Widow pictured with two 
Faces, and whom they Honoured-as a God, and from this name 
anus was the eleventh Month, called January, And Saturnss, 
Pluto, Febers were called the Gods of Hell, whom the Heathen 
ſaid had the Rule of the Evil Spirit there 3 and from Pluto, Fe- 
bes was the twelfth Month, called Febrnary, 
Now here you may ſee how the Chriſtians call the Daies, and 
many of the Moiiths after the Heathen Gods and Goddeſles, and 
not after the Scriptures, which in the Beginning called them the 
Firſt, Second, Third, Fourth, &c. And called the Months, = 
Firſt, Second, &c. to the Twelfth. | 
And the Lord Commanded the Jews his People, as is ſaid be- 
fore, In all things I have ſaid wnnto you be ye Circumſpe&®, and 
make no mention of the Names of the other Gods : Neither let it be 
keard ont of thy Mouth. 
Now all yuu that profeſs Chriſtianity, how do you obey the 
Lord, and are circumſpe&t, who make mention of the Names of 
other Gods & Godefles,& are ſo often heard out of the Mouths of 
you and your Children,and to keep them up in the Memory both 
in your Mouthes and Childrens, ye put them in your Almanacks 
leſt ye ſhould forget them 3 and yet you fay theScripture is your 
Rule, and yet diſobey both the Command of God and the Holy 
Scriptures of Truth, and are often angry with, and deridethe 
People of God in ſcorn, you call Quakers, becauſe they do not 
call the Months and Daies after the Heathens Gods and Goddeſles, 
but do call them according as the Holy Men of God in the Sctip- 
tures of Truth have firſt called them, and cannot cal! them after 
the Idolatrous Heathens Gods and Goddeſles, nor mention their 
Gods and Goddeſſes Names, as you do, without the Breach of 
the Command of God, as in 23. 13, and the Scriptures 
of Truth. 
The Lord Saith, I will Cut off the Names of the Idols ont of the 
Land, and they fhall no more be Remembred, Tach. 13. 2. And 
the Lord faith, I will take away the Names of Baalim out of her 


Mowth,and they ſhall no more be Remembred by their Name, Hoſ.2.17. 
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
